Statistics for Year Show Heavy 
Volume Passing Through 
Edmonton 


The Radmonton stock yards handlee 
approximately three million dollars 
worth of stock during the past year, 
this being divided into 14,159 cattle 
valued at $1,792,184; 5,697 calves, 
valued at $86,118; 36.9446 hogs Yalu 
ed at $828,256; 12.281 sheep valued at 
$64,299 and 1, horses valued at 
$137,328. 

Of these, according to the records 
of the markets representative, 16,900 
cattle, 2,440 calves, 17,751 hogs and 
3.696 sheep went to local rackers; 
2.501 cattle, 460 calves. 8,085 hogs 
528 sheep went to British Columbls 
packers; 2,203 cattle to eastern pack- 
ers; 1,608 cattle for export; 2,621 oat 
tle, 1,152 calves. 2,018 hogs and 3,299 
sheep to local butchers; 8,116 catsle 
1044 calves to the United Stated; 3,116 
cattle, 104 calves and 91 hogs ‘were 
shipped to eastern yarde and other 
Canadian shipments tncluded 10,542 
cattle, 453 calves, 1,499 hogs. 2,731 
hogs.
